Accompanied by their husbands, Mrs. 
O’Fallon and Mrs. Wallace, with Mrs. 
Murrell as their guest, were driving 
along a paim-bordered shell road at 
Tampa, Fla., last Wednesday. 

As they swung around a curve they 
siw a‘*giant alligator sunning himself 
in the road less than fifty feet ahead. 

“I'd like to get that fellow. They’re 
worth $25," said the chauffeur. 

‘The Hunt Begins. 

“Get him if you can,” 
O'Fallon. : 

At the word the chauffeur put on full 
speed and before the basking alligator 
could get out of the way two wheels 
of the machine had passed over his 
neck.

Note Introduced in Her Cross- 
Examination in Barringten

FEARED POISON IN. FOOD 


Physician Member of Ethical So- 
ciety, Wife Is Christian 
Scientist. 


When Dr, R. L. Barrington, member 
of the Ethical Society and special pen- 
sion examiner for the Government, 
would sit down to a meal in his home 
at 3820 Utah place, he used to ask his 
wife:

ago, and has been residing with her 
two children at the home of her mother 
in Montgomery, Ala. 

Mrs. Barrington first left her husband 
in September, 1909, but went back to 
him. On cross-examination Mrs. Bar- 
rington identified a note signed by her 
husband, in which he agreed not to an- 
noy her ‘‘by kissing or caressing her."’ 
She admitted that she had asked her 
husband to sign such an agreement, buf 
said she.did it in jest. 


To Keep to His Room, 
The note said: 


I agree hot to annoy my 
kissing and caressing her, to con- 
fine my conversation to impersonal 
or business topics, and to keep my 
own room, so that our lives may be 
as tolerable as possible, to be un- 
touched and to have my guests, if I 
happen to have any, to myself. 

Asked if her husband was extrava- 
gant; Mrs. Barrington replied: 

‘He is a member of the Ethical Socie- 
ty." 

Questioned further, she said she would 
not regard that fact as evidence that 
he was extravagant, nor did she think 
him so.

Dr. Barrington says that his sister- 
in-law is a Christian Scientist, and that 
by assafling her doctrine he incurred 
her displeasure.

Mrs. barrington testified that her hus- 
band was jealous when she visited an- 
other physician. She said that once 
when she was suffering from bronchial 
trouble, on her return from another 
doctor’s office, her husband had asked 
their little girl who went with her: 

“Did your mamma sit on.the doctor's 
lap?” 

Mrs. Barrington said her husband had 
a quarrelsome temper, which he mani- 
fested even in their honeymoon. She 
said that once he spanker her with a 
slipper while she was lying on the floor. 

On oth€P occasions, she said, he 
slapped her face, locked her out of the 
house when she was returning from a 
visit to the East, only to let her in by 
the cellar way after a. wait of 10 min- 
utes, called her a fool and a liar, and 
said she had a devilish tongue. 


Couldn’t Hire Servant. 
Mrs. Barrington said her husband’s 


income was about $200 a month, but that 
he only allowed her $50 for housekeep- 
ing expenses. She said he told her he 
could not afford a servant. She said 
she had to take in two boarders to help 
on expenses. 
' The acts of Dr. Barrington of which 
his wife complains, were nearly all 
committed, she said, after they had. be- 
come reconciled, following their sepa- 
ration in 1908, and whilesthey were 
living at 3820 Utah place. They formerly 
had their home at 6668 Cates avenue. 
Dr. Barrington told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he was contesting the 
suit because he loved his wife, and that 
he believed they would get along if she 
stayed away from his brother’s and her 
gister’s roch home and private yacht.

BOARD NAMED IN 
ANTI-VACCINATION 
MANDAMUS SUIT 


Martin Files Proceeding to Com- 
pel Admission of Children 
to School. 





A mandamus suit to compel the Board 
of Education to reinstate Helen . and 
Harry Martin, children of James Martin 
of 3318 Minnesota avenue, as pupils of 
the Grant School, was filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court Monday. The children were 
excluded from the school Jan. 16, 1911, 
because their father would not permit 
them: to be vaccinated, in accordance 
with the rules of the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Martin has several ‘times applied for 
reinstatement of his children, and has 
been told that they could not get back 
into the public schools unless they were 
vaccinated. The Anti-Compulsory Vac- 
cination League is back of the suit, 
which was filed by Attorneys John D. 
and Loomis. C. Johnson,-its counsel. 

The suit alleges that the children are 
in every way qualified as pupils of 
the school, and that they are not in- 
fected with any disease, or Hable to 
transmit any disease to others. 

The members of the Board of Edu- 
cation are individually named as de- 
fendants to the suit. Alexander H. Noel, 
principal of the Grant School, is aiso 
named as a defendant. It was on his 
order that the children were expelied. 

This is believed to be the first suit 
ever filed in which the efficacy of vac- 
ecination was attacked. The’ Anti-Vac- 
cination League is prepared, according 


‘lto its attorneys, to prove that vaccina- 


tion does more harm than good. The 
testimony of experts, both for and 
against vaccination, will be taken.

DECISION IN COAL 
RAILROADS CASE 


Government Given New Chance 
to Enjoin Company From Al- 


leged Law Violations.

WASHINGTON, April %3.—By virtue of 
a decision today by the Supreme Cotrt 
of the United States, the Federal Gov- 
ernment will be given another oppor- 
tunity to enjoin the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road Co. piercing the anthracite coal 
regions of Pennsylvania, from carrying 
coal in alleged violation of the “com- 
modities clause” of the Hepburn rate 
law.

~ ILROADS CSE 


Government Given New Chance 
to Enjoin Company From Al- 


leged Law Violations. 


By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—By virtue of 
a decision today by the Supreme Cotrt 
of the United States, the Federal Gov- 
ernment will be given another oppor- 
tunity to enjoin the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road Co. piercing the anthracite coal 
regions of Pennsylvania, from carrying 
coal in alleged violation of the “com- 
modities clause’ of the Hepburn rate 
law. 

This decision’s greatest importance is 
in its bearing on the right of coal- 
carrying roads to own mines and operate 
coal fields.

MEETS CRTICSM 


Sir Oliver Lodge, Writer and 
Educator Says Some Things 
Can’t Be Arbitrated. 





INSTANCES POINTED OUT 


Englishman Believes Germany 
Seeks an Outlet in the 
Mediterranean. 


Associated Press. 
ONDON, April 3.—Sir Oliver Lodge, 


writer and principal of the University 
of Birmingham, in a lengthy review of 
the possibilities for universal arbitra- 
tien, published today, holds that while 
everything arbitral should be arbitrated, 
there are certain things which no na- 
tion would consent to submit to arbi- 
tration. . 

For instance, he does not believe the 
United States would agree to arbitrate 
the matter should a European power be 
unwise enough to interfere in the event 
that difficulty arose between the Amer- 
foan Government and Mexico. Similarly, 
England would never accept arbitration 
should a foreign power insist on home 
rule for Ireland, or ff France, desired to 
arbitrate an issue in Egypt. 

Touching on the position of Germany, 
Gir Oliver foresees in the near future 
the question of a German outlet to the 
Mediterranean occupying the center of 
the stage in world politics. This, he 
also considers quite outside the poss!- 
bility of arbitration, as he believes that 
to obtain such an outlet tias been a 
long-standing, secret policy of the arts 
man Government. 

In naval and military circles the sug- 
gestion has been advanced privately, 
more than once, that the real objective 
of the German flect was the Mediter- 
ranean and not the North Sea, and Sir 
Oliver now openly voices the same idea, 
suggesting that on thé death of the 
Austrian Emperor, Germany will make 
a great effort to obtain a seaport in 
the Adriatic, with a territorial connec- 
tion with Germany. 

The new German fleet, the writer con- 
tends, {s Intended to overawe Italy and 
France in order that the operation may 
be done peacefully, tn spite of their pro- 
tests. In such-an event he maintains 
Great Britain should keep her hands off 
and not attempt to curb Germany’s just 
colonial ambitions.

Diederichsen, Who Killed “Bad 
Jack” Barry, Says Remorse 
Crazed Him. 


a ? 

Crazed by remorse for taking a human 
life, haunted by visions of the man he 
killed, and tortured by inability to sleep, 
Louis E. Diederichsen, who killed “Bad 
Jack’”” Barry in Justice Riechmann’s 
courtroom, was in the city hospital ob- 
servation ward Monday, following his 
attempt Sunday to set fire to hfs home 
at 2716 University street. 

Though a jury acquitted him on the 
ground that he acted in self-defense 
when he shot Barry, he says he would 
rather have suffered the death penalty 
than to undergo the horrors which 
have beset him for the last eight 
months. 

Sunday afternoon, when his wife re- 
fused to give him a dollar with which to 
buy a drink, he lighted a piece of paper 
and set fire to the parlor curtains. Fire- 
men extinguished the blaze. 

A year ago Diederichsen was a leader 
among the Republican workers of his 
ward, and was clerk in Justice Riech- 
mann’s court. At that time he was a 
man of model habits. His friends say 
that he had never tasted intoxicants. 

Killed His Friend, 

He and Barry, though rivals in ward 
politics, were close personal friends. 
Barry was a supporter of Sam B. Stan- 
nard for City Committeethan, and Died- 
erichsen was supporting Herman Bader. 

Barry went to the courtroom where 
Diederichsen. worked, and endeavored 
to induce him to transfer his support to 
Stannard. For the first time they quar- 
reled. 

According to testimony at the trial, 
Barry drew a knife and Diederichsen 
shot him; almost instantly killing him. 
From that moment Diederichsen was 
a changed man. 

‘7 just had to drink,” he said in the 
observation ward Monday. “It was the 
only way I could keep myself from 
thinking about what I had done. I 
couldn’t sleep. Barry's mother lives only 
tw6 doors from my house. I hatedto go 
home at night because every time | 
looked at the Barry residence and 
thought of the poor old lady there 
whose son I had killed, it nearly drove 
me crazy. 

Lost Two Positions, 

“To keep me from drinking, 
Riechmann arranged my work so that I 
would have to stay in the office all 
day. That didn’t do any good. I got 
the drink anyway, and Judge Riechmann 
discharged me, but got me a place in 
the Recorder’s office. I lost that job, 
too. Lately I have been doing odd 
jobs of collecting, but I didn’t have 


enough work to, keep me from thinking . 


about the man I killed.”

Lack, of Reference to Tariff Re- 
vision Does Not Mean He 
Will Veto It. 


RESULTS TO BE SOUGHT 


Belief Is President Will Sign All 
(Good Measures Placed 
Before Him. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—President 


Taft will confine his message to the 
extraordinary session of Congress which 
will convene Tuesday, to one thing—re- 
ciprocity with Canada. 

This does'not mean that the President 
will look unkindly toward a revision of 
the tariff on ngcessaries of life not in- 
cluded in the Canadian agreement. In 
fact, it is to the contrary. The Presi- 


dent expects the Democrats and insur- 
gent Republicans to make reductions in 
jine with his ideas for lower duties for 
safeguarding the protective policy as 
ouflined in ‘his Springfield speech—he 
will give his O-K to them. 

Taft Not te Play Politics. 

President Taft does not intend to play 
politics in his dealings with the extra 
session of Congress. In calling it he 
gave no thought to the presidential cam- 
paign of 1912. He wants the extra ses- 
sion devoted to business for the benefit 
of the country. He believes the country 
as a whole wants reciprocity with Can- 
ada, and in the negotiations with Can- 
ada he pledged himself to use every 
means in his power to have Congress 
ratify the agreement. If Congress be- 
lieves that certain schedules of the pres- 
ent tariff law should be changed, the 
President is willing, but he doesn’t be- 
lieve he should recommend it. 

In certain quarters it is reported that 
the Democrats of the House will hold 
reciprocity up until the Senate and 
President have: acted favorably on a 
number of revisions of the present tariff 
law, which the Democrats intend mak- 
ing. The report has it that the House 
majority fears the President and Sen- 
ate will double-cross them if the Cara- 
dian agreement is passed before tariff 
revision is made by the President ad- 
journing Congress, which he can do un- 
der the Constitution, if the Senate 
should get into a disagreement with 
the House on the question of time of 
adjournment. 7 

Friends of the President said today, 
when they heard the report, that such 
action would not deter the President 
from his course, that it would not gain 
anything /for the Democrats and their 
cause in 1912. 

Ready t ign All Good Bills. 

These friends pointed out that what 
the President was after was results, and 
that he did not care particularly wheth- 
er it came after the Democrats played 
politics or before, that he was willing 
to remain in Washington ihroughout 
the summer and fall, if necessary, to 
get reciprocity, and also that the Presi- 
dent was ready tojsign any and all gzvod 
public measures, regardiess of which 
party they might help or injure. 

While Taft will confine his special 
message to reciprocity, he hopes later 
in the session to forward the Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty for no‘ifi- 
cation. Secretary of State Knox and 
Ambassador Bryce are at work on the 
measure now. 


METHODIST PASTOR

It Should Not Be Taken Literal- 
ly in All Points Says Pastor 
Lichliter. 

The Bible should be modernized the 
Rev. M. H. Lichliter declared in a ser- 
mon Sunday night at the Maple Ave- 
nué Methodist Church, He said every 
age has its right to revise its canon 

with reference to the Scriptures. 
“The Bible is a collection of myths, 
legends, folklore and ananymously writ- 
ten documents of many authors,’ he 
told his congfegation. “It should not be 
taken literally in all its points. It 
should be revised and edited and brought 
down to the viewpoint of the twentieth 


century.”’ 
He said that many of the most beau- 








‘| tiful verses in the Bible were added by 


men who edited it several centuries 
after it had left the hands of the 
author.

Dr. Noah M. Glatfelter Was Au- 


thority on Mushrooms, 


Dr. Noah M. Giatfelter of 472 North 
Twentieth street died at his home Sun- 
day of injuries inflicted by a fall from 
a ladder, while he was repaining a 
fence in his garden. He was a toted 
botanist, and famed for his special 
knowledge of willow trees. He had 
written several valuable pamphiets on

CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, April 3.—Thir- 
ty-four rebels were killed and “scores 
were wounded in a clash betweefh a de- . 
tachment of 300 Federal soldiers and 
156 insurrectos at Aldama Friday night. 

The ingurrectos are said to have been 
shot down in a running: fight following 
a surprise attack by the Fe@erals. 
Diaz’s soldiers say they lost only four 
men killed, two of whqm Were lieuten- 
ants who led the chase. ' 

The rout followed an orgy which the 
insurgents staged after they had 
marched into Aldama without resistance 
early on Friday. Not anticipating at- 
tack, their officers issued invitations to 
a dance and then began the killing of 
% head of cattle, announcing they were 
preparing the beef fop the supper of 
1000 rebels encamped south of Chi- 
huahua. 

At the dance both the rebel hosts and 
their guests drank heavily and late in 
the night the ‘insurrecto , camp was 
pitched in a grove near town. No rebel 
sentries were out when the Federals 
Stina and few of the rebels had 
their guns. They fled toward the town. 

Among the rebel dead are Capts. Fran- 
cisco and Jose Portillo, brothers.

IS NOT STRANGE 
BUT HACKNEYED 


Wilton Lackaye in Conventional 
Comedy-Drama of Melo- 
Dramatic Texture.. 


PLAY PLEASES AUDIENCE 


Its Mock-Heroics Applauded to 
the Echo and Star Called Out 
for Speech. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 


¢{ HE STRANGER,” in which Wil- 
ton Lackaye began a week’s en- 
gsagement at the Olympic Sun- 
day night, isn’t a stranger at.all. It 
is the familiar eld comedy drama along 
conventional melodramatic lines which 
has held the American stage for many, 
many seasens. 

Strained emotionalism and artificial 
sentiment are its dominating character- 
istics. Mock hereics are plentiful. Its 
story is opulent with the “creation” of 
time-worn situations. 

Not at any moment ts one called upon 
to contemplate a new alignment in dra- 
matic conflict, or to study a new phase 
of human character, or to ponder over 
a spoken line voicing even the remotest 
approach to a new thought. The com- 
placent contentment of Charles Dazey, 
its author, in the employment of hack- 
neyed material, is so frankly . obvious 
as almost to be admirable. 

It may be, too, that Playwright Da- 
zey, who has scored several big suc- 
cesses in the writing of ‘“popular’’ 
drama, knows his public and has learned 
the trick of giving that public just what 
it wants. He seems to have done this 
in the making of Mr. Lackaye’s latest 
medium of footlight endeavor. 

Sunday night’s Olympic audience en, 
joyed **The Stranger’’ immensely. It ap- 
plauded with the utmost fervor every 
threadbare climax in which the John 
Marshall of Mr. Lackaye’s playing was 
the central figure and from which he 
emerged with flying colors. It com- 
pelled Mr. Lackaye to respond to in- 
numerable curtain calls and, finally, to 
make a little curtain speech of grace- 
ful thanks. It placed the most valid 
stamp of approval upon the play and its 
players. 

Wherefore there would seem to be lit- 
tle reason for apprehension of thea coa- 
lamity of playgoing neglect in the case 
of “The Stranger,’’ no matter if dra- 
matic reviewers do deplore its ancient 
flavor and make conscientious report 
‘upon its lack of naturalness in char- 
acter and plausibility in incident. The 
world-old story of the hero who puts 
all his enemies to flight and then tri- 
umphantly takes the heroine into his 
conquering arms as the last curtain falls 
again demonstrates its potency with 
the playgoing public. And the playgoing 
public is the critical court of last re- 
sort. 

It is my bounden duty, however, to 
plead guilty to the indictment of bore- 
dom in the matter of this latest play 
of Charles Dazey’s writing. ) 

John Marshall, the inevitable victor 
in a story as old as the hills, made me 
tired." 

His icy-hearted father, ‘‘discovered’”’ 
in the play’s latter half, who had de- 
serted his mother and permitted John 
Marshall to grow up as a nameless son 
of shame, repenting of his misdeeds 
only when John had him whipped to a 
frazzle, wearied me to the bone. 

The villainous half-brother of John 
Marshall, himself relegated into the 
hitherto “‘poor John’s’’ station of illegit- 
imacy at the play’s finish, increased my 
fatigue. 

The old ex-Confederate father of the 
heroine, the customary bogus Southern- 
er of asinine helplessness and mock 
pathos, menaced me with nervous pros- 
tration. 

The overworked “‘comedy relief’ of a 
secondary pair of lovers of such utter 
idiocy as real life never saw on land or 
sea, additionally aggravated my suffer- 
ings of the night: 

The sweet heroine of Murie) Starr’s 
playing—alas, she was of that cloying 
sweetness that has trickled through so 
many “popular” dramas as to have be- 
come unbearable. for the very“teason of 
saccharine satiety. ; 

But, as also was my duty, I remained 
at the play until the bitter end. That 
I came away in disappointment, when 
all was said and done, counts for little. 
The vast majority of the Olympic audi- 
ence relished ‘‘The Stranger’’ from start 
to finish. This is merely a minority re- 
port, presented in the line of duty.

Presbyterian ministers was discussed 


at the meeting of the Presby- 
terian Ministers’ Association of St. 


Louis, and it will be submitted to the 
General Assembly for approval. 

The Rev. E. N. Orr, pastor of the 
First United Presbyterian Church, who 
presented the petition, declared that the 
congregations of churches should have 
the same right to use the recall in 
echurc.:- work as the mass of the people 
have in politics. 
year terms would enable many aged 
ministers to receive calls to churches 
for five years, who otherwise would be 
laid aside under the life-term policy. 

The subject for discussion waS “Long 
and Short Pastorates.’’ The Rev. C. N. 
Shilling of Webster Groves favored long 
terms for preachers. He said that when 
a minister has reason to believe he will 
be retained for a long period, he can 
map out his work and carry it to com- 
pletion. He said the joy of seeing the 
children of the Sunday school grow into 
manhood and womanhood and take up 
the church .work was greater than an 
increase in salary. 

Needs Atl He Gets, 

‘‘Money should not enter into a call at 
all,” he declared. ‘‘No matter where a 
preacher goes, it will take all that the 
church pays its pastor to keep things 
moving.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Orr, before he presented 
his petition, declared that the length o 
the term for which a congregation chose 
its minister.was like marrying a girl— 
every case should be settled on its own 
merits. He said the five-year terms 
would enable the congregation to either 
retain a minister, or choose another, 
without offending the old preacher. 

“By voting at the end of each five 
years, the -congregation has the recall 
in its grasp if it is necessary to use it, 
and its use will not create a disturb- 
ance in church affairs,’’ he said. “‘When 
a preacher gets too old to minister to 
the wants of his congregation properly, 
this recall vote is a diplomatic way of 


} telling him that he has passed the age 


of usefulness, without hurting his feel- 
ings. 
Goal Worth Working For. 

“If the préacher has made good and 
the congregation is perfectly satisfied, 
the minister can be retained for any 
number of terms. This will encourage 
the preacher. The announcement in the 
newspapers each five years that he has 
been reappointed and that his salary 
has been raised, accompanied by the 
preacher's picture, will be a goal worth 
working for.”’ 

The petition was filed with the secre- 
tary, to be forwarded to the General 
Assembly at its next session.

Canada Turns to Great Britain. 

When by the abrogation of this treaty we raised 
our high-tariff wall against Canada we dealt that 
country a staggering blow—and paid dearly for 
it ourselves. For some years our neighbors made 
various attempts to renew the arrangement. 
Failing-on account of our indifference, they then 
proceeded to work out their own salvation. The 
British North American Act of 1867 consolidated 
the Dominion. New Canadian tariffs exhibited 
resentment and retaliation. Trade of north and 
south lines being discouraged, railroa, building 
on east-and-west lines was encouraged. Then 
came Closer relations with Great Britain, followed 
by practical tariffs and talk of a commercia] im- 
perial federation, aimed at us chiefly.

There is no such sentiment in the 
West, where the inhabitants have little but wheat’ 
to sell, and where their wants include nearly ev- 
erything else.

Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, April 3—The Japa- 
nese Government, desirous not to stand 
in the way of pending negotiations for 

arbitration treaties, will agree to a re- 

vision of the Hayachi-Lansdowne treaty 
of 1905, if this should be found to Iinter- 
fere with the terms of the Anglo-Ameri- 

can treaty. . 

This fact, cabled to Washington from 
Tokio, is the .result -of- important and 
hurried exchanges since Friday between 
the Japanese embassy ane the foreign 
office at Tokio. 

Japan has a stand-togeéether§ treaty 
with Great Britain... It was thought 
that this would bind Great Britain to 
vapan if Japan and the’ United States 
ever disagreed, thereby making an arbi- 
tration treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain absurd in that> they 
would arbitrate. tkeir own. differences, 
but fight over quarrels with Japan. 

In taking the stand of being ready 
tc revise the Anglo-Japanese treaty, the 
authorities of the. Japanese Empire are 
acting on the assumption that. the con- 
vention of six years ago may. be. found 
te class with thé arbitration agreement 
betweén the United States and Great 
Britain. As’ this contingency was wide- 
ly published Friday,:even if without, coi-

The Rev. E. N. Orr, pastor of the 
First United Presbyterian Church, who 
presented the petition, declared that the 
congregations of churches should have 
the same right to use the recall in

He said that the five--

year terms would enable many aged 
ministers to receive’ calls to churches 
for five years, who otherwise would be 
laid aside under the life-term policy. 

The subject for discussion waS “Long 
and Short Pastorates.’’ The Rev. C. N. 
Shilling of Webster Groves favored long 
terms for preachers. He said that when 
a minister has reason to believe he will 
be retained for a long period,. he can 
map out his work and carry it to com- 
pletion. He said the joy of seeing the 
children of the Sunday school grow into 
manhood and womanhood and take up 
the church .work was greater than an 
increase in salary. 

Needs Atl He Gets, 

‘‘Money should not enter into a call at 
all,” he declared. ‘‘No matter where a 
preacher goes, it will take all that the 
church pays its pastor to keep things 
moving.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Orr, before he presented 
his petition, declared that the length of 
the term for which a congregation chose 
its minister was like marrying a girl— 
every case should be settled on its own 
merits. He said the five-year 
would enable the congregation to either 
retain a minister, or choose another, 
without offending the old preacher. 

“By voting at the end of each five 
years, the congregation has the recall 
in its grasp if it is necessary to use it, 
and its use will not create a disturb- 
ance in church affairs,”’ he said. “‘When 
a preacher gets too old to minister to 
the wants of his congregation properly, 
this recall vote is a diplomatic way of 


} telling him that he has passed the age 


of usefulness, without hurting his feel- 
ings. 
Goal Werth Working For. 

“Tf the préacher has made good and 
the congregation is perfectly satisfied, 
the minister can be retained for any 
number of terms. This will encourage 
the preacher. The announcement in the 
newspapers each five years that he has 
been reappointe& and that his salary 
has been raised, accompanied by the 
preacher's picture, will be a goal worth 
working for.” 

The petition was filed with the secre- 
tary, to be forwarded to the General 
Assembly at its next session.

The royal couple has two 
boys and a girl; there are two young 
children, a son and a daughter, of the 
late Princess of the Asturias, and finally 
the brace of strapping boys of Infanta 
Theresa, wife of Prince Ferdinand of 
Bavaria, a Spanish subject by naturali- 
zation. ; 

The title of “Infant” and “Infanta” is 
hereditary with the sons and daughters 
of the King of Spain and descendants of 
the Prince, or Princess, of the Asturias 
pnly, but may be conferred on other 
members of the royal family by royal 
decree. King Alphonso created all his 
cousins and nephews “Infants” (which 
stands fer “Children of Spain’’). 

The first-born of the King and Queen 
will be 4 years old in May. He is 
called .Alphonso, besides 11 other Chris- 
tian names, and Ais title is Prince of 
the Asturias. The Asturias are descend- 
ants of the old Goths, live In the Prov- 
ince of Oviedo, have a language of their 
own and claim to be the “oldest Chris- 
tians,”” but they’ pay their prince no 
revenue. » 

The next boy, James (Spanish 
“Jaime”), has no official standing. He 
is merely an “Infant, as his sister 
Beatrice is an “Infanta."” James will 
be 3 years old in June next. His sis- 
ter is twelve months and a day younger. 

The Queen, who was Princess Ena of 
Battenberg, with her Anglo-Saxon com- 
monsense and outspokenness, permits 
no ceremonial nonsense respecting her 
younger children. But as to Alphonso 
she has to divide his care with two 
court functionaries, Countess de Los 
Lianes, chief head nurse, and Countess 
del Puerto, governess. 

The Prince of the Asturias, small as 
he is, provides émployment for a Span- 
ish grandee, a lesser nobleman and two 
doorkeepers, beside the great ladies 
yentiodned.

DEBS PROPHESIES 
WAR WITH JAPAN 


Socialist Leader Declares Taft 
and Diaz Are Twin Servants 
of Wall Stréet. 


Presidents Taft and Diaz are the twin 
errand boys of Wall street, Eugene V. 
Debs declared in his Sunday afternoon 
speech to 5000 workingmen at the Ar. 
mory. He was discussing the mobiliza- 
tion of troops in Texas, which he said 
was only a show of force, with the 
threat of war behind it, to pretect the 
interests of American mililicnaires in 
Mexico. 

Following the same line of reasoning, 
Debs professed to foresee war with Ja- 
ran. He said the underlying cause 
would be commercial jealousy on the 
part of American manufacturers and 
financiers, due to Japan’s increasing 
wealth and trade in the Orient. Men 
of wealth would demand a war to re- 
tain or regain trade, he said. 

Debs, who has severai times been a 
eandidate for president on the Socialist 
ticket, bitterly assailed the conditions 
under which working men labor, and re- 
buked them for their failure to co-oper- 
ete in politics.
